Under the direction of the Director, Office of Fiscal and Data Services, supports the New Jersey Department of
Education’s efforts to gain insights into the impact of the COVID-19 pandemic on the public education system
in New Jersey in order to generate actionable insights to accelerate student learning.

e Using tools and techniques to visualize data in easy-to-understand formats, such as diagrams and graphs

Requirements:
